I just left a message with your assistant regarding the below request which, I know, is being made with 
tremendously short notice; we only discovered this morning that the Somali PM was going to be in DC 
next week. 3

As I think you will recall, Park Strategies, LLC and I are registered with the U.S. Department of Justice, 
under the Foreign Agents Registration Act, as agents on behalf of our client, the Republic of Somalia. 

Somalia Prime Minister Mohamed is going to be visiting the US again next week, where he'll be attending 
meetings at the United Nations on Tuesday. He plans on travelling to Washington, DC next Wednesday, 
May 11 through Friday, May 13 for purposes of meeting with Members of Congress and the Department 
of State. I know that it is short notice, but the Prime Minister would be grateful for a chance to meet 
with Vice President Biden and/or members of his national security staff at some point during next week 
while in DC, even if just for a few minutes, in order to provide a briefing regarding recent developments 
in Somalia, including the following: 



• Progress on the ground against the Al Shabab insurgency, which is daily bringing more territory 
under the control of the Transitional Federal Government (TFG), leading the government to plan 
for a Reconciliation Conference to bring various regional, clan, and political factions together as 
early as this June, 2011. 



• The need for the US and the international community to come to an understanding with the TFG 
regarding its term of office, the nurturing of the reconciliation process in Somalia, the practicality 
and timing of elections, and other elements of reconstructing the Somalia nation, including a 
vigorous effort against piracy off the Somalia coast. 



• The recognition by the Prime Minister and the TFG that consultation with the Administration and 
key Members of Congress is a prerequisite to US support for the security and humanitarian 
assistance Somalia will need to continue its progress towards peace and stability. 



Needless to say, meeting with any of the Vice President's staff as part of this visit is also of great value to 
the Prime Minister, and he will make himself available to continue the dialog with them to accommodate 
the Vice President's schedule. Again, I apologize for the lack of notice regarding this request.

Department of Justice, under the Foreign Agents Registration Act, as agents on behalf of our client, the Taipei Economic 
and Cultural Representative Office (TECRO) in the United States. 

I understand Senator Lieberman has no immediate plans to visit Taiwan, but that he looks forward to doing so before he 
leaves office. That's wonderful news. However, it's just come to my attention that Senator Lieberman will visit 
Singapore in June. As Taiwan's very much on the way to and from Singapore, it would be ideal if Senator Lieberman 
could even stop there for just a day or two en route to or from Singapore. This way, Senator Lieberman could see 
Taiwan and call on President Ma Ying-jeou before the January 2011 elections and be able to visit Taiwan in the 100 th 
year of the Republic of China (Taiwan's official name).
